The application has been amended as follows: 
The first paragraph of the application now reads: 

This application is a continuation-in part of U.S. application number 09/168,282, filed 
October 8, 1998, now abandoned, which is hereby incorporated by reference, and is a 
continuation-in-part of U.S. application number 09/1 10,455, filed July 7, 1998, now allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
Wilhoit et al teaches a polymer blend and mono- and multilayer films made therefrom having 
improved properties such as heat sealing or puncture resistance particularly useful in making 
heat shrinkable, oriented films for packaging food and non-food articles, wherein the blend has a 
first polymer comprising a copolymer of ethylene and at least one C3-C10 oc-olefin having a 
polymer melting point between 55 and 75°C; a second polymer comprising a copolymer of 
ethylene and at least one C3-C10 oc-olefin having a polymer melting point between 85 and 1 10°C; 
a third thermoplastic polymer, preferably a copolymer of ethylene and at least one C3-C10 oc- 
olefin, having a melting point between 1 15 and 130°C; and a preferred fourth polymer having a 
melting point between 80-105°C such as copolymers of ethylene and unsaturated esters like 
ethylene vinyl acetate and ethylene alkyl acrylates. Though Wilhoit et al teach a polymer blend 
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comprising some components that read on the instantly claimed blend, Wilhoit et al do not teach 
or suggest the specific blend of the instantly claimed invention utilizing interpolymers in the 
blend and further do not teach or suggest the film properties as instantly claimed.
